A  luncheon  under  the  auspices  of 
the  board  of  trade  was  tendered  the 
delegates  at  noon,  the  speakers  b%ing 
Sidney  Nonban  an^  M.  J.  Carrlgan. 
manager  of  the  late  convention  at 
Seattle. 

Nearly  300  delegates  are  now  In  at- 
tend*.nce  at  tho  convention,  the  Se- 
attle cotUingent  arriving  tonight. 

The  feature  of  the  afternoon  ses- 
sion was  the  address  of  Olenville  A. 
Collins,  president  of  the  Seattle  con- 
vention, who  spoke  on  'Tlnancing  the 
Prospector." 

After  outlining  the-  usual  methods 
of  financing  prospectors  Mr.  Collins 
elaborated  a  plan  ho  had  developed 
himself,  whereby  prospectors'  groups 
could  be  formed  for  the  enlistment 
of  capital  for  a  property  of  some 
membor  of  a  group.  The  advantage 
of  this  system.  Mr.  Collins  stated.  w,as 
that  the  combined  .ludgment  of  the 
group  was  behind  each  prospector  in- 
cluded, that  legal  advice  and  engin- 
eering still  could  bo  retained  and  that 
any  individual  prospect  in  the  c^im- 
blnatlon  could  be  the  subject  of  de- 
velopment without  reference  to  the 
others. 

Another  interesting  address  was 
that  of  A.  G.  lAngley,  resident  en- 
gineer, who  advised  prospectors  to 
seek  the  rarer  ores  Instead  of  confin- 
ing their  search  to  the  beat  known 
tones.

SMYRNA,  July  21.— Greek  troops 
supported  by  an  Anglo-Greek  naval 
force,  which  includes  two  Brltiifh 
dreadnoughts.  have  landed  at  the 
ports  of  Eregll,  Sultankeul  and  Ro- 
dosto,  on  the  European  shore  of  the 
sea  of  Marmora,  according  to  a  com- 
tnuntque  Issued  at  Greek  headquar- 
tfts  Tuesday.  No  resistance  was  met 
except  at  Rodosto,  where  the  opposi- 
tion of  the  Turks  was  broken,  iheir 
troops  fleeing  into  the  interior. 

The  statement  adds  that  landing  of 
troops  is  continuing  according  to 
schedule. 

CONSTANTINOPLE,  July  20.— 
British  troops  Monday  night  raided 
bandit  groups  that.have  carried  their 
activities  to  the  Bosphorus  Euiopuan 
-shore.  The  raid  resulted  in  the  cap- 
ture of  fifty  bandits,  many  guns  and 
considerable  ammunition.

CONSTANTINOPLE.  July  21. — 
Wholc8al9  arrests  were  made  here  to- 
day In  connection  with  an  allaged  plot 
to  promote  a  general  uprising  of, Mos- 
lems against  foreign  occupation.  Con- 
fession of  one  plotter  is  reported  to 
have  implicated  high  officials  of  one 
of  the  Entente  powers  In* the  alleged 
conspiracy,  .which  was  directed  chiefly 
against  the  British. 

It  was  learned  today  through 
French  sources  here,  that  scattered 
firing  in  Adrlanople,  where  the 
Greeks  and  Turks  have  clashed,  ac- 
tually began  July  J 9,  artillery  and 
machine  guns  commencing  the  attack, 
in  which  infantry  later  participated. 
The  civil  population,  according  to  the 
Turkish  War  Office,  has  been  evacu- 
ated from  Adrlanople.  The  fighting 
is  continuing,  according  to  advices  to 
the  (ireek  commission. 

A  Bulgarian  airplane  was  shot 
down  Sunday  near  Adrlanople.  and 
the  pilot  admitted  he  was  flying  to 
tho  .Tid  of  Colonel  Kafar  Ta:^«^.  the 
Turkish  commandant  at  Adrlanople. 
There  Is  no  verification  of  rumors 
that  the  Bulgars  are  attacking  ,  the 
Greeks.

The  refusal  also  consti- 
tutes an,  appeal  to  the  workers  and 
peasantry  of  Soviet  Russia  and  the 
Ukraine.  It  Is  signed  by  Premier 
Lenine.  Minister  of  War  Trotsky. 
Foreign  Minister  Tchitcherin,  and 
Kurski,  Commissioner  of  Justice,  and 
says: 

"The  British  Government  addressed 
a  proposal  to  us  July  11  to  cease  war 
against  Poland  and  begin  peace  ne- 
gotiations with  Poland  and  other 
horder  states,  promising  that  the 
Polish  troops,  in  case  of  an  armistice 
being  concluded,  would  retreat  to  a 
frontier  marked  last  year  by  the 
peaca  conference.

the  third  provincial  convention  of  the 
Retail  Merchants'  Assodiation,  which 
came  to  a  close  here  last  night: 

President  of  the  branch,  M.  J.  Phil, 
lips.  New  Westminster;  flrst  vice- 
president,  Harvey  Murphy,  Nanaimo; 
second  vice-presideot,  J.  H.  Ashwell. 
Chilliwack:  treasurer,  Daryl  H.  Kent, 
Vanoouvar  (rO'electad).^  The  -  flvo 
members  on  the  executive  board  are 
the  new  officers,  with  Secretary  O.  S. 
Hougham.  the  alternates  being  mem- 
bers of  tho  past  executive.  Retiring 
President  Q.  H.  McRobble  was  re- 
•lected  as  member  on.  the  Dominion 
executive.  The  nominating  commit- 
tee submitted  the  name  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Robbfe  for  president,  but  he  declined, 
and  Messrs.  Phillips,  Murphy,  Crow- 
der  and  Miller  were  nominated.  The 
three  latter  declined,  and  the  Election 
of  the  New  Westminster  man.  was 
made  unanimous. 

Oondemn  Lnxnry  tmaxm 
Among     the    Important  resolutions 
passed  at  the  afternoon  seasion  was 
the  following: 

"That  we  are  opposed  to  being  tax 
collectors  for  the  Government  In 
reference  to  the  luxury  tax." 

A  gross  sales  tax  was  advocated  by 
some  Of  the  delegates.  Another  sug- 
gestion was  that  the  taxes  be  collect- 
ed by  the  concerns  that  sell  to  the 
retailer. 

These  suggestions  created  consider- 
able diacuaslon.  In  which  Dominion 
President  Itanfleld  and  Dominion 
Secretary  Trowern  took  an  active 
liart.  The  former  stated  that  he  had 
personal  Interviews  at  Ottawa  with 
both  Sir  Henry  Drayton  and  the  Hon. 
Arthur  Meighen,  and  that  both  had 
stated  that  money  Was  needed  urgent. 
ly«nd  had  declared  that  a  stamp  tax 
arrangement  would   be   perfeoSsd. 

"Olve  us  a  little  more  time,  and  I'll 
defetft  the  Government  on  this  luxury 
tax,"  declared  President  Banfleld  at 
one  stage  of  the  lively  discussion. 

The  delegktes  were  all  of  one  mind, 
«hls  being  that  some  sane  and  Eco- 
nomical method  of  tax  collection 
should  be  inaugurated.  A  resolution 
In  that  connection  Anally  carried. 
With  Vancouver  the  only  dissenting 
vote,  "That  taxes  be  collected  from 
tha  source  of  supply,  namely,  the 
manufacturers  and  importers." 
Ask  Xew  Board  of  ComnHerce 
A  resolution  requesting  the  Govern- 
ment to  dismiss  the  Board  of  Com- 
merce and  appoint  a  new  board, 
representative  of  the  manufacturer, 
wholesaler,  retailer  and  consumer, 
carried  unanimously. 

After  a  slight  alteration  the  resolu- 
tion yfrom  the  grocery  branch  of  the 
Vancouver  association  was  referred  to 
the  Dominion  board  for  action.

Judicial  Committee  Decides 
That  Ground  for  Receiving 
Petition  Has  Not  Been 
Shown — Appeals  Dropped 


LONDON,  July  31. — In  the  appoal 
of  the  -Winnipeg  labor  leaders  to  the 
privy  council,  tha  petition  of  R.  B. 
Russell  was  dismissed  without  tho  ra- 
spondents'  counsol  being  c&lled. 

R.  B.  Russell  was  the  chi^f  of  olfht 
labor  leader  in  the  general  strike  In 
Winnipeg  which  began  in  May  of  1911. 
HE  was  sentenced  by  a  superior  court 
of  Manitoba  to  two  years  in  the  pen- 
itentiary on  charges  of  conspiracy. 

Appeal  was  taken  by  Russell  to  th« 
last  court  of ^  appeal.  In  tho  Brltigh 
Kmpire,  the  judicial  council  of  tho 
prlry  oouneil  in  Zx>ndon. 

After  nearly  two  hours'  argument 
by  W.  H.  Trueman,  K.C..  Winnlpes, 
for  the  petitioners.  which  soon 
-  developed  Into  merely  a  running  con- 
versation between  counsel  and  Their 
Lordships,  JJje  Lord  Chancellor  dis- 
missed the  petition  without  calling  on 
Sir  John  Simon,  respondents'  Uwyeri 

The  Lord   ChancelOr  said: 

"The  petitioner  asks  leave  to  ap- 
peal in  a  criminal  matter.  He  asks 
the  Privy  Council  to  advise  Hl^, 
Majesty  that  there  should  be  an  exer- 
,ciso  of  the  prerogative.  Such  advice 
is  only  given  by  Tour  Lordships  in 
very  'special  6asea.  which  havo  b«on 
clearly  deAned  in  a  long  snccaaston 
of  authorities.  It  is  sufficient  for  me 
to  fiSy  that  the  petition  in  this  case 
has  entirely  faUed,  in  our  opinion, 
to  bring  the  matter  within  the  class 
of  petition." 

proceedings  was  interrupted  by  Sir 
John  Simon,  who  said  that,  in  the 
view,  of  the  Canadian  authorities  the 
question  would  arise  whether  thare 
was  at^y  appeal  to  this  country  on 
criminal  matters. 

During  the  argument  Lord  Haldane 
said  the  Empire  had  developed  in  the 
last  forty  yeaas.  and  consequently  the 
question  of  prerogative  was  more 
closely  looked  into.*"  They  were  there 
to  interpret  the  constitution  of  the 
Empire,  yet  counsel  asked  them  to 
vlolfltte  It.  What  he  meant  to  say  was 
that  Canada  had  home  rule,  and  he 
was  not  disposed  to  go  back  of  that. 

WINNIPEG,  July  21 — The  declaiea 
of  the  Privy  Council  In  the  Russell 
case  will  be  accepted  as  disposing  of 
contemplated  appeals  on  behalf  of 
the  other  convicted  Winnipeg  labor 
'leaders,  it  was  intimated  this  after- 
noon by  James  Law,  secretary  of  the 
defence  committee.  Mr.  Law  said 
he  had  no  word  as  yet  from  Mr. 
Trueman  or  from  his  London  agents, 
but  accepting  the  press  reports  on 
the  case  as  accurate,  h&>  Intimaited 
that  there  would  seem  to  be  no  ad- 
vantage In  entering  further  appeals, 
which  would  have  to  be  along  lines 
similar  to  the  Russell  appeal. 

"The  decision  emphasises  the  dif- 
ference -  botweeh  human  and  property 
rights,"  said  R'  J.  Dixon,  14.P,P, 
leader  of  the  Manitoba  Labor  liarlla- 
mentary  group,  in  discussing  the 
judgment  in  the*  Russell  case.  "Ac- 
cording to  the  direotion  of  the  Privy 
Council,"  he  a.dded,  "civil  cases  deal- 
ing with  property  rljrhta  can  b«  ap- 
pealed, but  criminal  cases  doaJing 
with  human  rights  can  not.  There 
should  be  the  right  of  appeal  in  both, 
cases,  or  none  at  all." 

OTTAWA,  July  21.— -News  of  the 
dismissal  of  the  petition  of  R.  B. 
Russell.  Winnipeg  strike  leader,  by 
the  Privy  Council,  brought' forth  no 
comment  from  members  of  the 
cabinet  today.  While  all  wf.o  were 
in  the  city  expressed  their  conviction 
that  the  decision  could  not  have  been 
otherwise,  none  would  make  any 
statement.  They  took  the  attitude 
that  nothing  could  l>e  gained  by  mak- 
ing any  statements  in  regard  to  tha 
matter  at  the  present  juncture.

Pederson  brothers  liave 
brought  in  quartz  iihowing  native 
gold,  which  they  got  from  a  vein  they 
Qould  see  up  the  hillside,  but  which 
they  could  not  reach  without  a  rope'. 

One  of  the  Barthold'  brothers  alao 
brought  in  some  quarts  showing  na- 
tive gold.  It  is  es^mated  that  liiere 
than  a  hundred  claims  have  been 
staked,  on  Marmot  River-  th'ia.  year

He  wants  the  Wheat 
Board  to  continue  its  operations, 
which  appear  to  have  baan  satisfac- 
tory notwithstanding  ;  earlier  objec-

The  fact^would  seem  to  be  quite 
clear,  however,  that  some  time  or 
other  all  war  measures  must  be  abro- 
gated and'  trade  and  commerce  per- 
mitted to  flow  through  their  natural 
channels.  Leaving  out  of  considera- 
tion extraordinary  profiteers,  the 
farmer  haa  baan  at  least  a  -i^nsldsr- 
able  beneficiary  of  the  war,  and  the 
time  has  come  when  the  ordinary  con- 
aumer  should  l^e  relieved  of  the  bur- 
den  of  artificial  prices.

I  1..  .. 
Increases  in  wages  to  railway  men 
of  the  United  States  will  eost  the  rest 
of  the  people  $600,000,000.  The  roads 
are  losing  money  at  the  present  time, 
and  paMeof^r  and  > freight  tatao  must 
be  increased  if  they  ar^  to  oontinue  to 
operate.  This  to  a  matter  that  also 
affects  the  ^  people  of  Canada,  inas- 
much as  the  railway  labor  organiza- 
tions of  this  country  are  affiliated 
with  those  of  the  United  States,  and 
wages  will  go  up  here  on  a  scale  cor- 
responding ^o  that  of  /the  republic. 
Canadian  railways  have  been  asking 
for  permission  to  increase  rates  and 
a  raise  in  wages  of  their  employees 
will  lend  force  to  the  request.  An 
Increase  in  freight  rataa  will  add  to 
the  cost  of  living,  which  continues  on 
an  upward  grade  on  this  eontinent. 
Water  transportation  doubtless  will 
cost  more  In  sympathy  with  the  move- 
ment in  railway  rates.  Taking  one 
consideration  with  another,  there  ap- 
pears to  be  little  consolation  In  life 
these  days  for  the  average  person. 
There  seems  no  hope  of  escaping  the 
consequences  of  movemants  which 
tend  to  make  the  burden  of  aztotanea 
almost  too  grievous  to  be  borne.

When  Hir  Robert,  Badcn-Poweil 
founded  the  Boy  ScoUts  in  Bngland 
eleven  or  twelve  years  ago,  many 
girls  Joined  Scout  troops  and  {ooK 
l>Jirt  in  their  work  and  play  with 
an  enthusiasm  that  was  nc^t  one  whit 
less  than  that  (*hown  by  the  boys 
themselves.  But  many  of  these 
games  -and  scouting  activities,  and 
the  tests  for  which  the  boys  worked, 
were  not  suitable  for  the  girls.  What 
was  to  be  done?  The  girls  were  eager, 
cap.able,  and  keen;  their  need 
Hcemed  almost  greater  that  that  of 
the  boys,  who  already  had  their  foot- 
ball tcamB,  Church  Lads'  l>rigade, 
I-ifc  Brigade,  swimming  and  gym- 
nasiums. 

Origin   of   Gnldee 

The  Chief  Scout  had  a  wise  sister 
ftnd  it  was  not  long  'i>eforc  they  de- 
cidorl  to  form  a  new  organlKa.tion 
sijfcially  for  girls.  It  shouid  be 
calU'd  Girl  Guides  and  was  designed 
to  fit  girls  for  their  lifework  as 
"guides"  to  the  next  generation 
^llss  AgneS  Baden- Powell  became  its 
leader.  Krom  this  point  no  girls  were 
allowed    to    belong     to     B.-P.      Scout 


Troops,  but  they  flocked  In  huadreda 
to 'Join 'the  now  organlisation.  the  Ghrl 
Guides.  Since  that  time  they  have 
been  Joining  ever  in  increaeing  num- 
bers, new  companies  springing  up 
all  over  the  British  Empire  and  in 
many  foreign  countries.  Wherever 
tha  idea  is  explained  the  girls  seem 
to  be  attracted  as  by  a  magnet,  and 
the  only  reason  the  movement  has 
not  developed  even  more  quickly  is 
that  there  has  been  a  shortage  of 
Oulders,  Or  officers.  In  the  Old 
Country  this  difficulty  is  being-over- 
come by  the  organisation  of  training 
I  classes  for  Oulders.  training  camps 
and  schools,  where  ladles  are  given 
courses  of  instruction  and  awarded 
diplomas.  .Never  have  the  Guides 
been  so  flourishing  as  they  are  in 
Kngland  at   the  present  day. 

The  movement  is  progressing  very 
well  in  Canada,  the  dKflculty  again 
being  the  shortage  of  officers.  Tho 
Guide  training  haa  a  wonderful  ap- 
peal. ^  P'rom'  the  parent<|^  point  of 
view  Guide  work  gives  character, 
also  skill  in  handicrafts,  service  and 
helpfulness  to  others,  and  physical 
health.  Guides  are  fond  of  fresh 
air  and  outdoor  life.  They  are  en- 
couraged to  take  up  useful  hobbies 
and  to  make  the  moat  of  their  spare 
time.  During  the  few  years  the  Vic- 
toria Guide.*!  have  been  in  existence 
they  have  been  given  special  classes 
In  child  nursing,  first  aid,  fire  drill, 
etc.,  and  several  Guides  have  shown 
the    practical    use    or    their    training

Mr.  L.  L.  Reed, 
western  reprpscntattvc  of  the  big 
Montreal  shoe  manufacturers  and 
tanners,  Daoust.  Lalonde  and  Com- 
pany, Limited,  has  brought  the  an- 
swer back  to  Victoria  from  the  con- 
vention of  the  Canadian  Retail  Shoo 
Association  held  at  Montreal  from 
.July  12  to  17.  At  that  big  gathering 
the  manufacturers  of  Canada  exhibit- 
ed their  products  not  only  to  shoe 
men  from  all  over  Canada  but  also 
those  from  the  United  Stales  and  a 
lew  from  across  the  Atlantic. 

The  style  of  the  lady's  shoe  next 
Spring  will  be  a  medium  short  vamp 
and  a  receding  toe.  Pumps  and  ox- 
fords are  to  be  the  big  sellers.  The 
P.aby  Louis  heel  will  be  more  In  favor 
than  ever.  Colonial  ties,  with  one, 
two  or  three  eyelets,  are  to  be  fash- 
ionable. 

Men's  shoes  will  be  shaped  on  a 
F'rcnch  last,  with  a  short  vamp  and 
toe  cap  and  with  rounded  toe.  Style, 
states  Mr.  Reed,  is  giving  way  to 
comfort.  Brown  will  be  stronger  than 
ever,  especially  in  the  darker  shades. 
There  is  also  u  big  showJng  of  patent 
leather  among  the  samples  for  Spring. 
Rubber  substitutes  for  sole  and  heel 
are  also  much  In  evidence. 

Shoe  prices  will  be  down  ton  per 
cent  by  Spring,  says  Mr.  Reed,  who 
points  out  that'npper  and  sole  leather 
is  lower  in  cost;  findings  and  linings 
are  stationary,  whllo  overhead  and 
labor  costs  arc  iniireasing. 

Sir  Goorsc  I'Xietcr's  Addmn 
The  feature  of  the  conference  at 
Montreal,  says  Mr.  Reed,  was  the 
address  by  Sir  George  E.  Foster..  Min- 
ister of  Trade  and  Commerce,  who 
outlined  the  financial  relations  be- 
tween Canada  and  forHgn  countries, 
and  stated  that  the  Canadian  manu- 
facturers of  shoes  <J\ad  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  sell  their  products  oat- 
side  of  the  Dominion. 

A  fine  address  was  given  both  in 
French  and  English  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Daoust.  of  the  firm  of  DaousC  X<alonde 
and  Company.  Limited.  He  explained 
the  factors  that  went  into  the  regu- 
lating of  shoe  prices  and  pointed  out 
that  if  the  shoe  retailers  waited  un- 
til tiM  last  moment  and  th«n  all  wont 
scrambling  in  a  rush  to  buy  th«  next 
scdson's  supplies  the  sudden  bis  de- 
mand wjtlch  would  he  created  must 
Inevitahfy  f»re«  up  pHeos  agHln.  and 
then  possibly  a  repetition  of  the  high 


reasonably,  buy  even  moderately,  WM 
his  advice. 

Mr.  Ecclestone,  the  buyer  for  the 
shoe-  department  of  the  T.  Eaton 
atoro  at  Toronto,  told  tho  convention 
that  since  Mr.  Eaton  issued  '  orders 
somo  years  ago  to  buy  In  Canada  as 
much  as  possible  not  a  shoo  had  been 
purchased  outside  of  the"  Dominion.

Mr.  Greene, 
and  may  I  hope  that  some  day  good 
fortune  will  again   attend     me     and 
bring  me  one*  mere  face  to  face  with 
some  of  the  scouts  in  this  great  land 
of  yours.

After  languishing  in' Jail  for  nearly 
three  months  while  the  immigration 
authorities  of  Canada  and  the  United 
States  argued  among'  thptnselves  as 
to  the  man's  nationality,  James  Duf- 
fle was  turn'ed  loose  yesterday  and 
will  remain  in  Canada.  He  will  not 
have  to  go  baclc  to  the  Statea  where 
ho  is  wanted  by  the  authorities  of  th» 
Deer  Lodge  penitentiary,  Montana, 
from  Which  he  escaped  gome  time 
ago. 

Duffle  was  arrested  here  on  a 
charge  of  vagrancy.  It  developed 
that  he  was  an  escaped  convict  and 
his  ease  waa  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Canadian  immigration  author- 
ities. To  the  police  here  he  claimed 
to  have  been  born  in  Canada,  but  be- 
yond that  he  would  aay  nothing.  The 
United  states  immigration  author! • 
tlea  resting  their  action  upon  his  own 
statement,  refused  to  allow  him.  to  be 
deported  to  the  States,  despite  the 
fact  that  he  had  escaped  from  Jail  on 
that  side.  The  Canadian  authorities 
made  every  effort  to  prove  whether 
Duffle  is  or  is  not  a  Canadian,  but 
without  succewt.  Their  American  con- 
freres adopted  a  "show  me"  attitude 
and  kept  the  bars  down  agaipst  Duf» 
fle's  entrance  to  the  SUtes.  Now  the 
Canaj^lan  department  has  apparently 
given  the  matter  up  as  a  bad  Job  and 
are  content  to  allow  the  man  to  re- 
main in  tliis  country. 

Duffle  was  sentenced  to  Deer  Lodge 
penitentiary  to  serve  a  term  of  from 
nve  to  ten  years  for  larceny.  He 
served  two  years,  when  he  escaped 
aad  came  across  to  Canada.  He  ar- 
rived m  Victoria  and  was  arrested  by 
Detectivea  Phlpps  and  Siclllano  on 
the  vagrano  charge.  He  has  been 
held  in  Jail  ever  since  pending  the  ac- 
tion  Of  the  immigration  authorities. 
The  outcome  of  his  case  pleased  him 
mightily  and  yesterday  he  made  a 
po  nt  of  shaking  handa  wUh  all  the 
police  o^BoUls  before  he  departed 
from  police  headquarters.  He  ex- 
pressed his  intention  of  going  over  to 
the  Mainland.

Joyed,  the  teacher  mrt  students  of  the 
Summer  School  are  at  work.     ^ 

To  th.  thoughful  visitor  th.y  pre- 
sent an  InterMtlng  study.  The  ma- 
jority have  rMMired.  while  in  the 
Public,  High  and  Normal  sohoois.  a 
training  In  art  and  acquIrM  a  love  for 
its  pursuit.  A  few  have  unusual  tal- 
ent and  emhrac  this  and  .very  op- 
portunity of  making  further  progress. 

A  nnmlMT  hav.  gon.  through  their 
own  school  days  without  having  ac- 
quired oven  the  elements  of  patatlpg 
and  dtmwlng.  To  these  tb.  Summer 
School  art  datfaes  hav.  bem  a  boon 
indeed.  The  slow  aad  often  painful 
and'dlsoouraaing  process  of  selt'edu- 
catlon  baa  been  hastened  and  helped 
by  the  instruction  of  competent  and 
enthusiastic  teachers.  The  light  re- 
ceived has  brought  happiness  as  well 
as  caused  progress,  and  Summer  after 
Summer  Bees  tho  diligent  students 
from  distant  parts  of  the  Province 
working  with  pleasure  in  order  that 
the  children  under  their  charge  shall 
miss  no  advantage  which  those  at- 
tending schools  taught  by  younger 
teachers  enjoy. 

In  the  art  classMi,'as  in  alf  the 
other  activltiwi  of  the  Summer  School, 
the  good  of  th.  pupils  is  the  ultimate 
aim  of  all  the  work  done.  In  the  pre- 
liminary classes  the  beginners  use 
brush  drawing  in  copying  from  na- 
ture. From  the  simpler  forms  of 
leaves  they  pass  to  the  more  difficult 
and  then  to  the  study-  of  flowers  and 
the  growth  of  plants.  In  these  Sum- 
mer days,  the  convolvulus  plant  and 
blossom  are  being  used  as  models. 
Mr.  W.  P.  Weston  teaches  this  class. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Soott  leads  the  class  on  to 
make  use  of  these  and  other  forms  as 
motives  for  design,  lecturing  on  the 
principles  upon  which  all  designs  are 
built  and  which  must  always  be  car- 
ried ouCin  order  to  make  beautiful 
flgnres. 

An  important  part  of  the  course  Is 
th.  object  and  blackboard  drawing 
which  gives  the  teacher  facility  in  il- 
lustration. TkTs  freehand  work,  as 
well  as  the  geometrical  drawing 
needed  In  the'  higher  grades,  Is  In 
Charge  of  Mr.  J.  O.  Sinclair. 

iMworatlve  Art 

£ach  of  th.  tMichers  named,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  Kyle,  and  with 
his  assistance,  gives  instruction  to 
those  students  who  are  learning  to 
ms!ke  designs  suitable  for  use  In 
needlework,  stencilling,  pottery  paint- 
ing, the  decoration  of  wood,  or  in 
other  ways.  This  class  has  completed 
the  preliminary  year  and  Is  in  a  posi- 
tion to  tako  fiill  advantage  of  the  in- 
struction given.  Its  members  study 
color  values  and^are  taught  to  go  to 
nature,  for  In^iratlon,  not  only  for 
design  motives,  but  also  for  color 
schemes. 

Due  regard  is  paid  to  tile  method  of 
presenting  this  work  to  children,  and 
^great. attention  given  to  the  power  of 
diking  blackboard  drawings  as  an 
aid  to  teachers  in  aiving  instruction. 
tThla  ability  is  of  value  to  all  teachers 
from  the  Primary  Grade  to  the  In- 
structor of  High  School  students. 

The  amount  and  the  kind  of  work 
that  may' be  expected  from  children 
In  jthe  various  grades  is  thoroughly 
understood  by  the  instructor.  That 
the  students  should  share  this  knowl- 
edge. Is  deemed  quite  as  important.  If 
not  more  so,  than  the  progress  made. 
Mr:  "Kyle,  who  kindly  explained  the 
purpose  of  the  course,  lays  great 
stress  on  Its  value  to  the  children  in 
stimulating  their  love  and  apprecia- 
tion of  beauty.  To  see  in  the  world 
around  them  the  perfection  of  form 
and  color  is  more  Important  than  skill 
in  handllnR  brush  or  pencil. 
^  At  tho  same  time  this  work  In  de- 
sign has  a  distinct  economic  value.  It 
is  not  enough,  in  these  days,  that  the 
products  of  industry  shall  be  <^urable. 
They  must  also  be  attracUve  to  the 
«ye. 

Among  industries  which  call  for 
skill  in  design  and  a  true  sense  of 
color  are  dressmaking,  w«od  working, 
lead  and  pottery  manufacture.  Native 
pulp  wood  is  capable  of  being  applied 
to  the  manufacture  of  a  variety  of 
utensils  to  which  value  would  be 
added  by  correct  design  and  beautiful 
coloring.  While  the  economic  value 
of  art  to  the  men  and  women  of  the 
future  was  touched  upon,  the  chief 
emphasis  was  laid  upon  its  aesthetic 
side,  and  its  value  in  cuiUvating  the 
child's  power  of  observatloh. 

The  classes  "In  art  this  year,  Mr. 
Kyle  suua,  display  an  excellent 
spirit,  are  good  workers,  and  posMss 
average  taste  and  ability. 

Children  Surprised 

Not  a  little  excitement  might  have 
been  observed  Friday  mornlnff  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Spring  RidBo  School, 
at  the  corner  of  Chambers  Street  and 
Gladstone  Avenue.  Not  a  boy  or  girl 
but  envied  the  little  people  who 
formed  the  primary  class  at  work  in- 
side. Very  wide-eyed  were  the  chil- 
dren when  a  box  containing  a  real 
l^e  lamb  was  placed  on  the  big  table 
in  front  of  their  deskib  Over  the

It  was  not  long,  how.ver,  before 
the  lamb,  whksh  had  iMen  plentifully 
]  supplied  with  fi-esh  clover,  seemed  to 
be  reassured  by  the  presence  of  the 
little  ones  who  aurro^dod  his  Impro- 
vised cage,  and  soon  he  lay  or  stood 
quietly  as  Mrs.  Ada  Ward  drew  from 
the  class  the  raaults  of  their  observa- 
Uona.    ' 

The  lamb  had  bMn  brought  to  the 
school  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Oibaon  to 
demonstrate  to  all  the  primary  teach- 
ers that  it  was  quite  feasible  to  bring 
living  creatures  into  the  school  that 
the  children  might  observe  them  ac- 
curately. The  box  was  constructed 
of  wood  and  wire  netting  and  was 
four  feet  long,  three  feet  wide  and 
two  and  a  half  feet  deep. 

All  the  primary  teachers  came  to 
see^  tho  unusual  experiment,  Mr. 
Blnas  releasing  his  students  for  the 
hour.'  The  Interest  of  the  class  had 
been  awakened  Inaa  previous  lesson. 
One  little  fellow  had  been  so  anxious 
to  make  a  good  representation  that  he 
had  made  three  paper  pictures  on 
successive  days  before  he  was  satis- 
fled  with  the  result 

Practical  Tjessons 

By  questioning  the  children  Mrs. 
Ward  led  them  to  discover  many 
things  about  the  Iamb  and  the  uses 
to  which  its  fleece  could  be  put.  When 
the  lesson  was  over^  Mr^  Gtbgoni 
standing  in  the  midst  of  the  children, 
led  them  to  remark  the  process  of 
chewing  the  cud,  which  the  reassured 
lamb  had  begun,  dwelling  on  its  slow- 
ness and  thoroughness,  rather  by  his 
quiet  waiting  than  by  the  words 
used.  One  of  the  students  was  over- 
heard commenting  on  the  kindness, 
gentleness  and  sympathy  displayed  in 
tone  and  manner  by  the  superintend 
dent  of  the  school,  and  the  ready  re- 
sponse of  the  little  ones. 

The  fixing  of  the  lesson  on  the 
minds  of  the  children  by  practical 
moulding,  mass  drawing,  play,/  songs 
and  recitations  will  form  material  for 
several  subsequent  lessons. 

Ad  outdoor  lesson  given  on  a  grassy 
plot  while  one  of  the  students  held 
the  lamb  was  given  to  the  agricultural 
class  by  Mr.  A.  M.  McDermott.  The 
object  was  to  demonstrate  how  a  les- 
son on  a  sheep  should  be  taught  to  a 
class  of  senior  pupils.  Among  many 
points  dwelt  upon  were  the  fleece, 
with  reference  to  the  character  of  the 
wool,  the  parts  of  the  body  on  which 
the  best  wool  is  found,  the  process  of 
shearing  and  preparing  the  wool  for 
market.  Allusions  were  made  to  the 
manner  of  feeding,  the  value  of  h 
flock  in  ridding  a  farm  of  weeds,  and 
the  absence  of  any  means  of  defence. 
The  students  learned  how  to  Judge 
the  isondltion  of  the  animal  and  Its 
most  valuable  parts  considered  from 
the  point  of  view  of  food. 

It  was  not  always  necessary  or  pos- 
slbia  to  bring  the  living  animal  Into 
the  schoolroom.  Excellent  pictures 
could  be  obtained  from  many  sources 
for  th.  asking,  aa4  it  was  not  difficult 
to  get  modela  Th.  group  around  the 
instructor  asked  many  questions 
which  indicated  that  some  of  the 
teachers  were,  or  wanted  to  become, 
owners  of  sheep.  It  was  not  an  easy 
matter  to  develop  the  plan  of  a  iMson 
under  the  ciroumstanpes.  Among 
references  which  teachers  wilt  be 
quick  to  follow  out  was  on.  to  the 
correlation  of  such  a  nature  lemion  to 
the  teaching  of  geography. 

'The  very  little  ones  followed  the 
lamb  from  school  and  remained  Close 
to  it  during  m,uch,of  Mr.  MoDermott's 
talk,  while  a  number  of  older  children 
who  had  been  playing  near  came  up 
afterwards  on  their  way  home  to  din- 
ner and  made  observations  on  their 
own  aeeount

Baker  Points  Out  Olfflculty  of 
Insuring  That  Every  Loaf 
Shall  Be  of  Fun  Weight 
When  Offered  for  Sale 


That  the  master  bakers  of  the  city 
were  honestly  congplylng  with  the 
spirit  and  intention  of  the  city'  By- 
law as  to  the  labelled  weight  of 
bread,  but  that  no  care  on  their  part 
could  guard  thtoi  against  continual 
prosecution  if  solitary  loaves  were  to 
be  selected  by  the  Fair  Weights  and 
Measures  oflScer  of  the  city,  was  the 
argument  made  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Mac- 
farlane  in  the  City  Police  Court  yes- 
terday. Mr.  Macfarlane  waa  represent- 
ing D.  W.  Haabury,  proprietor  of  the 
Golden  West  Bakery,  who  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  selling  bread  under  the 
weight  represented  upon  the  label. 

The  defence  did  not  dispute  the 
facts,  which  were  briefly  sworn  to  by 
Mr.  Alex.  Robertson,  the  City  Fair 
Weights  and  Measures  officer.  Wit- 
ness had  purchased  in  the  store  of  a 
Chinaman  a  loaf  of  bread,  labeled 
with  the  label  of  the  Golden  West 
Bakery,  and  purporting  to  be  1« 
ounces  in  weight.  Witness  had 
weighed  the  loaf  and  found  it  to  be 
onJy   l«  1-2   ounces  weight.  > 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Macfarlane, 
witness  said  that  he  visited  the  stores 
of  the  city  once  or  twice  a  week  in 
connection  with  this  part  of  his  duty. 
He  generally  found  that  the  bread  o/ 
the  defendant  company  was  of  correct 
weight.  He  thought  that  there  would 
be  a  loss  of  half  an  ounce  in  weight 
on  any  loaf  of  bread,  between  the 
time  it  was  taken  from  the  oven  and 
the  time  when  it  had  become  quite 
cold.  There  was  also  a  slight  less  of 
weight  after   that   time. 

Proprietor  Testifies

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the  Golden  West  Bakery,  testified  that 
his  bakery  weighed  the  loaves  by 
machinery.  Although  the  device  was 
automatic,  it  depended  to  some  ex- 
tent upon  the  Hkill  of  the  operator  for 
uniformity  of  results.  Occasionally 
they  had  trouble  with  inexperienced 
operators.  They  were  trying  to  put  , 
honest  weight  into  their  loaves.  He 
a'as  aware  that  variations  of  weight 
did  occur,  but  such  variations  were  as 
likely  to  be  on  the  side  of  over- 
weight as  often  as  they  were  in  the 
other  direction.  Their  loaves  would 
average  full  weight,  one  loaf  taken 
with  another. 

Mr.  Macfarlane  argued  that  City 
By-law  No.  1672,  under  the  provisions 
of  which  the  prosecution  had  been 
brought,  had  been  bq  drawn  that  no 
care  on  the  part  of  the  bakers  could 
prevent  continual  prosecution  if  it 
were  to  be  literally  enforced.  He 
would  not  dispute  the  facts  as  given 
in  court.  Their  defence  essentially 
was  that  they  were  honestly  trying 
to  live  up  to  the  intent  of  the. by-law; 
and  that  they  should  not  be  con- 
demned for  an  occaisional  nhortage  of 
weight  in  a  solitary  loaf.  Tho 
evidence  given  as  to  the  mechanical 
methods  of  modern  bakeries,  he 
thought,  would  show  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  avoid  an  occasional  slight 
variation  in  weight.  But  if  His 
Honor  should  find  that  he  must  flne 
the  defendant,  concluded  counsel,  then 
it  would  be  necessary  for  the  bakers 
of  the  city  to  go  before  the  City 
Council  and  seek  to  have  the  by-law 
amended  in,  such  manner  as  would 
protect  them  from  this  danger  of  con- 
tinual prosecution. 

By-law  Drawn  by  Bakera 

City  Prosecutor  Harrison  said  that 
the  by-law  in^ question  had  been  drawn 
by  the  bakers  themselves;  and  they 
shonid  have  no  difficulty  in  compljring 
with  the  temm  of  it.  He  thought  it 
would  be  quite  easy  for  them  so  to 
comply.  They  would  only  have  to 
allow  a  little  extra  weight  on  .very 
loaf  to  make  it  reasonably  certain 
that  all  their  loaves  would  be  of  the 
weight  stated  on  the  lal^el.  He  thought 
it  was  a  case  of  the  bakers  sailing 
too  close  to  the  wind  in  this  matter 
of  weighing  their  bread. 

Magistrate  Jay  said  that  the  by-law 
was  very  explicit  as  this  matter  of 
weight.  Its  language  undoubtedly 
meant  that  every  individual  loaf 
should  be  labelled  with  the  weight  of 
that  loaf.  He  was  quite  willing  to 
accept  the  evidence  as  to  the  cause 
of  these  variations;  but  ho  did  not 
sea  ■  that  that  was  a  lawful  exouse 
for   the   offence.      He  would   hava  to 
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enforce  the  by-Uw,  but  he  would  Uke 
the  explanation  of  the  offence  into 
account  in  imposing  a  flne.  He  would 
impose  a  fine  of  |10.

SANbY  HOOK.  July  21.— Resolute, 
defender  «t  the  America's  Cup,  came 
back  today  after  two  losses  and  won 
magnificently  over  tbs  challenger, 
Shamrock  IV.  Bbajnroek  finished  a 
scant  half  boat  length  ahead,  with  a 
lead  of  19  secondj^  but,  as  she  had 
gained  precisely  that  advantage  at  tbe 
start,  the  race  was,  miraculously  In 
yachting  events,  a  dead  heat  over  the 
3D-mile  course.  Resolut*  won  by  th« 
amoont  of  her  handicap,  seven  min- 
utes and  one  second.  The  fourth  race 
of  the  series  will  be  started  Friday. 

Veteran  yachtsmen  who  followed 
the  trim  craft  throughout  the  four 
hours,  three  minutes  and  six  seconds 
of  racing  time,  thought  back  over 
many  years  of  racing  without  being 
able  th  conjure  up  a  picture  that 
could  compare  with  today's  spectaclo. 
It  provided  a  finish  tlMt  rivaled  a 
neck  and  neck  horse  race. 

Resolute  had  taken  the  lead  early 
In  her  favorite  15-mile  beat  to  wind- 
ward, and,  rounding  the  stake  with 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  lead,  slipped 
swiftly  down  the  wlod. 
—  But  Shamrock.  IV.,  with  her  great- 
er spread  of  canvas,  would  not  be  de- 
nied and  slowly  bat  steadily  ate  up 
the  intervening  distance  until  with 
little  more  than  a  mile  to  go,  her 
bows  reached,  then  slowly  began  to 
pass  the  defender's  stern. 
Neck  aod  Neck 
A  mile  from  the  stake  they  were 
running  neck  and  nebk  through 
fludy  little  whitecaps  turned  up  by 
the  breese. 

Shamrock  IV.  kept  up  the  steady 
crawl  ahead  until  at  the  half-mile 
mark  from  the  line  she  waa  nearly 
a  full  boat  length  ahead.  Then  Reso- 
lute caught  a  tiny  extra  puff  of  wind. 
She  had  got  her  bow  about  even  i^ith 
Shamrock's  towering  mast  when  th« 
committee  boat's  whistle  registered 
Shamrock's  finish. 

The  little  fleet  of  spectators'  craft 
burst  into  a  veritable  bedlam  of 
shrieking  whistles  and  sirens  as  the 
contenders  swept  over  the  line. 
Tbe  Start 
SANDT  HOOK,  N.J.,  July  21. — 
With  two  victories  to  her  credit. 
Shamrock  IV.  led  across  the  starting 
line  in  today's  race  for  the  America's 
Cup,  defended  .  by  the  American 
sloop   Resolute. 

''  The  liipton  sloop  started  needing 
but  One  more  victory  to  lift  the  cup. 
After  the  sounding  of  the  starting 
signal  at  1  p.m..  Shamrock  crt-ossed 
at  1:00:22  and  Resolute  at  1:00:41, 
official  time,  and  breezed  away  on 
the  first  fifteen-mile  leg  of  their 
thirty-mile  windward  and  leeward 
course. 

Just  'before  the  start  of  the  race 
the  two  sloops  shifted  headsalla  sev- 
eral times.  When  the  warning  sig- 
nal came  they  were  working  back 
and  forth  to  windward  of  the  line. 
Shamrock  crossed  the  line  twenty- 
two  seconds  after  the  starting  signal 
had  been  blown  and  Resolute  fol- 
lowed forty-one  seconds  after  the 
starting  signal. 

Sbamroek  Across  First 
Captain  Adams,  of    the     Resolute, 
made  no  effort   to  gain   the  weather 
berth,    and    let     Shamrock    cross    the 
line  first. 

Both  yaohts  crossed  on  the  star- 
board taek  within  fifty  yards  of  one 
another.  Both  tacked  a  feW  minutes 
after  the  start  and  at  1:10  were  haul- 
ing away  for  the  Jersey  shore. 

Resolute  worked  out  about  100 
yards  to  windward,  but  Shamrock 
was  footing  faster  and  well  ahead. 
It  looked  as  If  Shamrock  could  cross 
the  defender's  bow. 

At  1:30  both  boats  were  still  hold> 
ing  the  port  tack  for  the  Jersey 
shore,  with  Resolute  a  qusirter  of  a 
mile  to  windward  of  Shamrock's 
wake.  Shamrock  had  increased  her 
lead  to  three-eighths  of  a  mile. 

AtVl:40  Shamrock  was  well  ahead 
of  Resolute  and  It  seemed  as  if  she 
could  cross  the  defender's  bow  if 
she  went  about  on  the  starboard 
tack.  It  looked  as  if  she  would  have 
a  margin  of  several  hundred  yards  In 
crossing.  Shamrock,  with  her  Sea- 
bright  pMot  aboard,  was  evidently 
holding  inshore  for  a  fair  breeze. 
SbowhiK  SoDio  Speed 
Shamrock  was  ghosting  along  In 
surprising  fashion  with  a  snail  bone  In 
her  teeth  as  she  headed  Inshire  to  catch 
the  breese  that  came  off  the  Jersey 
shore.  Her  crew  lay  along  the  weather 
rail  and  Captain  Burton  held  her  close 
on  the  adgc  of  the  wtml.  Par  to  weather 
was  Resolute,  but  the  defender  evi- 
dently had  been  rSacMng  on  the  1on« 
port  tack  Inshore. 

At. 1:50  Shamrock  wan  within  two. 
miles  of  the  shore  and  eremed  to  be 
comia<  Fight  into  the  armb  of  speeta- 
ters.  She  seemed  to  o«  gotting  a  better 
breese  than  ResoAite  and  to  be  steadily 
gaining.  On  the  Uek  inshore.  Resolute 
iisspied  to  have  trouble  pinching  lo 
windward. 
At  1:S2  Shamrock  tAcked  out  to  sea. 
Resolute  held  the  port  tack  and  the 
two  yachts  began  to  convergo.  Thrn 
Ksaolute  managed  to  croas  Shamrock's 
bow  at   1:S6  and   then  tacked  to  star- 


starboard  tack  and  approached  Reso- 
lute, which  was  working  Inshore  oh 
a  pert  tack.  As  the  yachts  ap- 
proached each  other.  Captain  Adams 
threw  Resolute  over  on  the  starboard 
tack,  whereupon  Shamrock  came 
again  on  the  port  tack.  Boat  for 
boat,  it  was  a  tight  race  with  tbe 
advantage  so  far  lying  with  Reso- 
lute, which  crossed  the  line  nineteen 
seconds  behind  tbs  challenger  and 
now  was  leading  by  probably  ten  sec- 
onds at  this  point. 

Resolute  went  about  again  at  2:05 
and  both  yaohts  stood  inshore,  mak- 
ing a  pretty  thrash  to  windward 
ailong  under  the  shadows  of  the  Jer- 
sey headlands.  Both  yachts  tacked 
to  starboard  at  2:06  with  Resolute  to 
windward. 

Strengtbenlnc  Wind 

The  yachts  heeled  over  on  the 
strengthening  wind  as  they  stood 
away  from  the  shore.  In  the  rolling 
sea.  Resolute  negotiated  the  water 
better  than  her  rival,  whose  rather 
flat  bow  pounded  not  a  little. 

After  a  series  of  short  tacks  the 
Resolute  agaio.  crossed  Shamrock's 
bow  and  almost  immediately  came 
about  on  the  port  tack,  heading  in- 
shore. 

At  2:16  It  was  estimated  by  news- 
papermen on  the  destroyer  following 
the  sloops  that  Resolute  was  leading 
by  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

Resolute  gained  slightly  on  every 
hitch  as  the  sloops  tacked  along  the 
Jersey  shore.  When  at  2:3S  they  were 
over  on  the  starboard  tack  and  stQod 
away  out  to  sea.  Resolute  was  leadf'ng 
a  bit  to  weather  from  the  challenger. 
The  Wind  was  making  about  seven 
to  eight  knots. 

First  n^nd  Mark 

Resolute  rounded  half  way  mark 
with  fifteen  miles  of  the  thirty-mile 
course  coveretl  well  ahead  of  Sham- 
rock. Resolute  turned  at  3:21:21  p.m. 
and  Shamrock  at  3:23:06,  unofficial 
time. 

Having  rounded  the  outer  mark 
one  minute  and  forty-flve  seconds 
ahead  of  Shamrock  by  unofScial 
time.  Resolute  broke  out  her  spin- 
naker in  a  minute  asd  forty  seconds. 
Shamrock's  crew^  took  two  minuteu 
and  Ave  seconds  to  boom  out  their 
spinnaker. 

A  mile  after  the  turn  both  yachts 
broke  out  ballooners.  Resolute 
seemed  covered  with  bulging  canvas. 

At  3:16  Resolute  was  half  a  mile 
ahead  of  Shamrock  and  the  challen- 
ger seemed  unable  to  draw  by  her. 
At  this  time  the  yachts  had  sailed 
about  five  miles  of  the  fifteen-mile 
run  home,  or  about  twenty  miles  of 
the  entire  course. 

A  Good  BrMie 

At  4:10  the  yachts  had  sailed  half 
of  the  leeward  codrse  and  were 
within  seven  -and  a  half  miles  of  the 
finish.  Resolute  was  leading  by  420 
yards,  according  to  range  Anders  on 
destroyers  following  the  race.

There  was  quite  a  variety  of  opin- 
ions aired  at  the  meeting  of  tha  Pro- 
vincial Game  Conaervation  Board  at 
the  Parliament  Buildings  yesterday, 
at  which  repreaentatlres  of  gansa  as- 
sociations and  others  interested  were 
Invited  to  give  their  opinions  regard- 
ing the  opening  of  the  game  seasons 
this  year. 

Delegatea  were  present  from  prac- 
tically all  the  snme  associations  of 
the  Province,  and,  althonrh  all 
showed  a  laudable  desire  to  have  the 
seasons  fixed  in  such  a  way  as  to  best 
conserve  the  game  of  the  Province, 
delegates  from  different  parts  of  \he 
country  expressed  several  quite  differ- 
ent opinions  as  to  the  moat  suitable 
ways  of  giving  effSct  to  their  views 
In  this  respect. 

One  thing  nearly  all  seemed  to  be 
agreed   on.    and   that   was     that   the 
grouse  a.re  none     too  plentiful     this 
year  and  need  a  little  mo^  protection 
than    usual.      The   one   exception      to 
the   general    opinion   on   this   subject 
was   that   expressed   by  the   delefate 
from   the   Fraser   River  Valley.

Cowlchan 
and   Salt     Spring     Island     delegatea 
atated  that  tholr  organizations  would 
like   to  see  the  blue  grouse   brought 
in  on  September     15,  and  the  latter 
favored  an  open  season  of  only  ten 
days.     The  Sidney  association  wanted 
grouse  brought    in   on   September    i, 
but   the   other   organizations     repre- 
sented. Including    Victoria,     Nanaimo 
and  Vancouver,  favored  keeping  them 
closed  until  October,  and  the  majority 
of  delegatea     wanted     to     see  ruffed 
drouse  kept     closed     altogether    this 
year,    several   atatlng   that   the     one 
closed  season  and  one  very  short  sea- 
aoa  on  ruffed  grouse  in  the  laat  two 
years  had  been  the  means  of  allow- 
ing the   birds   to   "come  back"  to    a 
very    gratifying    extent    and    it      waa 
thought  it  would  be  a  great  pity  to 
stop  the  good  work  of  bringing  back 
such  a  fine  native  game  bird  to     iU 
former  plenty. 

The  Victoria  and  Nanaimo  Game 
Associations,  through  Mr.  WhltUker, 
recommended  an  open  season  on  blue 
grouse  from  October  2  to  November 
14,  with  a  bag  .limit  of  six  in  one 
day  and  fifty  in\  a  aeasoo.  and  that 
ruffed  grouse  should  remain  closed 
in  Saanich.  Ssquimalt,  Cowlchan.  Vic- 
toria and  Islands  electoral  districts, 
and  be  opened  in  the  district  north 
of  the  Nanaimo  River  from  October 
2   to  October  21.

Dednite  Policy 

Following  their  recommended 
policy  of  orcnlng  the  season  for  all 
kinds  of  game  as  nearly  as  possible 
on  the  same  date,  the  local  and  Na- 
naimo game  associations  sent  in  their 
recommendation  for  opening  pheas- 
ants on  October  t  and  keeping  them 
open  until  November  14,  with  a  bag 
limit  of  six  a  day  and  twenty-five 
for  the  ssason,  itnd  no  hens  to  bo 
Shot  with  a  close  season  in  Na- 
naimo, Albeml  and  Comox  districts 
with  the  exception  of  Denman  Island. 
The  season  recommended  for  quail 
was  October  2  to  November  28,  and 
for  partridges  November  6  to  Novem- 
ber 14.  From  Sidney  diame  the  re- 
commendation of  a  closed  aeason  on 
pheasants  and  partridges  for  North 
Saanich,  and  an  open  season  for  qnall 
from  October  1  to  December  1. 

Denman  Island  and  Salt  Spring 
Island  residents  want  a  long  season 
on  pheaaants,  it  being  claimed  that 
the  birds  are  very  plentiful  In  these 
two  Islands.  Denman  Island  wants  an 
open  season  of  two  Vreeks  on  hens 
and  three  months  on  cocks,  and  Salt 
Spring  would  like  from  October  15  to 
December  21  on  pheasants  with  the 
whole  of  December  an  open  season 
for  hens. 

The  Cowlchan  association  expressed 
a  desire  for  pheasants  to  open  on 
October  It  and  dose  on  December  1, 
with  n,o  hens  to  be  shot,  their  view 
on  this  latter  point  being  very  em- 
phatlcalty  expressed. 

l>eer  Hnnters  Dlaagvee 
With  regard  to  the  deer  aoasoA. 
the  naajorlty  of  delegates  voiced  rec- 
onuttendatlons  for  th^  opening  of  the 
ssaasn  not  earlier  than  October  2, 
soveml  explaining  that  U  was  very 
difficult  to  koep  the  meat  fromspoU- 
ing  when  d^r  were  shot  before  that 
data.  Tha  Denman  Island  represen- 
tative waa  very  anxioua  that  there 
ahoold  bo  no  restriction  on  the  ahoot- 
lng of  does  on  that  island,  as  ho 
stated  that  they  were  plentiful  there 
and  did  a  lot  of  damage  to  the  farm- 
era'  crope.  but  was  aatlsfied  whan  it 
waa  explained  to  him  that  faimors 
were  able  to  shoot  deer  at  any  time 
when  damaging  their  crope.  provided 
thoy.  aaade  a  report  to  a  gasno  wmr- 
dan  or  constable. 

Whatever  tha  spoelfle  date  raeom- 
mondod  by  any  partienlar  game  aa- 
soelntlon^  opinion  seemed  practically 
at  one  that  the  deer  and  gronaa 
ahould  be  brought  id  at  the  name 
tlaso.  and  a  large  majority  were  In 
favor  of  stopping  tl«  killing  of  dons.

meeting  Mr.  Lloyd,  who  was  present 
from    Ottawa    to    represent   the   Do- 
minion  Department  of  the  Interior's 
Oame   Commission,   and   Mr.     Lloyd 
esplalifed  that  under  the  internation- 
al treaty  it  was    nac^asary  for     the 
Federal  Oovernment  to  fin  the    sea.* 
aona  for  the  migratory  birds  in  ac- 
cordance   with      the    terms     of      the 
treaty,  and  that  it  had  done  so     by 
following  as  nearly  aa  possible     the 
dat^s  chosen  in  former  years  by  ths 
different  Provinces.     Dr.  Baker    left 
the  chair  to  explain  that  he  Had  been 
given    an    undertaking   at    tha      con- 
'  vantlon  on   Oajne   Conaervation  held 
nt   Ottawa  that   the   Dominion   Oov- 
ernment would  not  fix  the  season  for 
British   Columbia   before      consulting 
tha  Provincial  Qame  Board,  but   that 
that  undertaking  had  not  been  car- 
ried out,  althouch  the  Federal     au- 
theritioa  had  followed  out  the  wiahes 
of  the  Psovinclal  Board  in  every  par- 
ticular except  one.  and  that  was  that 
they  had  Inserted  a  regulation   that 
there  should  be  no  shooting  between 
sunset  and  sunrise. 

This  clause  was  the  subject  of 
sonsf  keen  discussion,  and  ]^re  again 
opiniona  were  varied,  some  of  the 
delegates  being  opposed  very  strong- 
ly to  flight  shooting  and  others  main- 
taining that  if  the  clause  were  al- 
lofred  to  stand,  there  would  be  prac- 
tically no  duck  and  goose  shooting 
In  British  Columbia.  Several  preaent 
took  the  stand  that  Ottawa  was  not 
Justified  In  Interfering,  and  should 
allow  the  Province  to  fix  its  own 
dates  so  long  as  they  conformed  to 
tha  provisions  of  the  treaty. 

EnforoemoBt  Impoaalbie 

Dr.  Baker  said  that  It  would  be 
Impossible  to  enforce  the  regulation 
here,  and  others  concurred  in  that 
opinion,  and,  when  aakcd  what  ef- 
forts the  Federal  Oovernment  was 
making  to  enforce  theso  laws.  Mr. 
Lloyd  statsd  that  the  regulations 
were  made  to  eonform  with  the 
wiahes  of  the  (province  in  the  matter 
and  tttat  the  enfor^ment  would  be 
left  to  the  Provincial  authorities,  or 
words  to  that  effect.  All  possible 
steps  were  being  taken  to  protect  the 
breeding  grounds. 

Dr.  Baker  thought  It  was  unfair  of 
Ottawa  to  fix  datea  for  British  Co- 
hunbla,  as  the  provincial  Oame 
Board  had  been  able  to  fix  differ- 
ent dates  each  year  in  accordance 
with  varying  eondltlone,  and  this  ar- 
rangement had  worked  aatlsrAoterlly. 
He  had  been  positively  a*sureJ  at  ther 
Ottawa  eonventlon  that  British  Co- 
lumbia would  not  be  Interfered  with, 
and  the  firet  notification  that  Ot- 
tawa had  fixed  the  datM  for  migm- 
tory  birds  had  reached  him  only  a 
week  ago.

Sugar  advanced  two  dollars  a 
htiftdred  pounds  oil  the  local  market 
yesterday  afternoon.  The  wholesalers 
were  advised  of  the  increase  in  direct 
communications  from  the  British  Col- 
ombia Refinery.  The  wholesale  price 
now  in  the  city  of  Victoria  is  f24  a 
hundred  njnd,  based  on  statements 
Issued  from  the  Board  of  Commerce 
when  it  was  given  out  two  days  ago 
that  the  refiners  had  been  permitted 
to  raise  their  prices,  the  consumers  of 
sugar  here  will  have  to  pay  today  at  , 
the  rate  of  35  cents  to  2«  cents  a 
pound,  fbr  the  rise  la  to  be  .  made 
effective  Immediately,'  according  to 
inf6rhiatian  obtained  last  night. 

Sugar  Hnppoaed  to  Re  Adexinate 

While  the  Increase  in  price  was  not 
unexpected  by  the  local  dealers  la 
view  of  the  announcement  of  the 
Canadian  Board  of  Commeree,  rnany 
are, free  to  admit  that  it  was.  rather 
a  stiffer  increase  than  they  had  ex- 
pected. As  a  matter  of  fart  the  sugar 
situation,  as  ftir'  as  this  coast'  of 
Canada  was  concerned,  has  been  sup- 
posed to  t>e  In  a  greatly  Improved  con- 
dition. Retail  demand  has  been  very 
light  of  late  and  supply  generally  has 
shewn  little  signs  of  being  anything 
but  adequate.  Retailers  who  have 
been  accustomed  to  take  their  regulsr 
apportionment  from  every  -K-holeeal^ 
shipment  from  the  refiners,  have  re^ 
cently  advised  the  wholesalers  that 
their  allotment  wonlrd  have  to  be  cut 
down  for  the  reason  that  household 
demand  had  fallen  off  decidedly  dur- 
ing the  last  /ew  -weeks.  This  was 
attribute  to  the  fact  that  consumers 
were  Inclined  to  take  the. advice;  of 
the  Board  of  Commerce  early  In  the'' 
Spring  and  l^ld  in  heavy  stocks  from 
which  they  were  now  using.  There 
is  also  evidence  everywhere,  dealers 
say,  that  very  little  preserving  Is  being 
done  in  the  homes  this  season,  com- 
pare!} with  other  years. 

Xooal  Stockfl  Light 

Both  the  wholesale  and  retail 
stocks  In  the  city  are  very  light  at  the 
present  time,  it  wvs  learned  :ast  night. 
The  reason  for  this  Is  to  t>e  found  in 
the  'fact  that  the  whole  market  haa 
been  in  a  very  uncertain  condition; 
ei^eolally  from  the  standpoint  of  oon- 
siimpUoD.  Testerday's  business  was 
markedly,  active,  with  the  wholesalers. 
it -is  stated.,  as  a  result  of  the  reports 
tfoming  out  uf  the  East  indicating  the 
prospect  of  a  rise,  and  as  a  result  the 
portions  of  car  lota  in  stock  have, 
generally  speaking,  been  completely 
absorbed.  It-  is  expected  that  all 
orders  now  in  at  the  refinery  will  be 
flllaa  aX.  the  new  price,  so-  the  public 
will  have  to  dig  deeper  for  their 
sweetness  tpday  without  a  doubt.

IB 
per  bushel,  the  United  States  Qovern- 
ment  set  the  price  to  their  farmers 
at  12. 3Q  per  bushel,  as  the  minimum 
price,  with  no  limit  to  the  maximum 
they   mi^ht   sell    it  -for.      The    oonse- 


tJM  past  four  yaars.  I  have  not  flvurfs 
as  to  the  relative  prices  of  flour,  "eay 
in  Viotoria  and  Seattle,  bat  I  vonturo 
to  ny  ther  have  baea'htgkor  in  tho

I  h*ve  no  interoot  now  as  »  wHoat 
grower,  but   had   almost   forty  years' 
experience  In  mixed  farming  on     the 
prairie,  and  have  yet  to  meet  a  eKaglo 
instance  of  anyone  that  made  a  largo 
fortune  growing  grain,  but  there  aro 
hundreds    in    the    UniUd    States   and 
Canada    who    have    become   weaMhy. 
beyond  the  most  extravagant  dreams 
of  most  farmers     by     speoulating  in 
,wbeat  and  manipulating  tho  market 
by  hearing  it  down  unt^I  they  got  the 
bulk  of^t  out  of  tho  farmers'  hands, 
which  they  easily  knew  by  statistics. 
aftsr  which  they   bulled  the   market 
up    to    whatever    prteei  salted '  them, 
again  taking  it  out  of  the  consumer. 
Vortunate  wai  the  farmer  who  was 
in  a  position  financially  to    hold    his 
wheat  over  until  the  Summer  follow- 
ing, the  year  he  had  grown  it,  as  he 
waa^pretty  safe  to  make  as  much  ae 
his  profit  on  growing  it  had  been  had 
he    sold    it   at    threshing   time.

There  is  a  prevailing  belief  amongst 
farmers,  and  I  agree  with  them,  that 
had  wheat  prices  not  been  controlled 
the  past  few  years,  prices  would  have 
gone  muoh  higher  than  they  ha^e  yet 
attained  to.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Just 
before  the  Government  did  take  over 
the  control  of  prices  they  i|yere  higher 
than  the  controlled  price,  so  that  the 
Government's  object  In  setting  prices 
was  more  in  the  Interest  of  the  Allies 
to  keep  wheat  prices  within  reason- 
able bounds  than  to  fill  the  farmsrs' 
pockets,  although  it  also  held  the  ob-

Thto  means  that  eon- 
8tructl|>h  of  the'doek  will  be  com- 
menced before  the  end  of  September. 
•  The  announcement  that  tha  Cougli- 
I«n  Arm  would  be  given  the  taak  of 
providing  the  big  graving  dock  here 
was  made  some  months  ago  and  for 
the  past  several .  weeks,  J.  j,  Cough- 
lan has  been  In  tha. capital  completing 
the  negotiations  for  Hnancing  the  un- 
dertaking which  wlU  cost  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $3,000,000.  These 
arrangement*  have  now  been  com- 
pleted  and  preparatlona  for  getting 
the  work  under  way  will  be  started 
on  iramed lately.  Detailed  plans  of 
the  dock  have  been  prepared  by  l^r. 
A.  D.  Swan,  who  Is  the  consulting  en- 
gineer for  the  Baliantyae  pier  and  the 
other  developments  of  Vancouver 
Harbor,  of  which  tha  drydock  will 
form  an  integral  part.

VANCOUVER,  July  Jl.— All  is  npt 
well  with  the  Jones'  Bill  or  Ameri. 
can  Merehant  Marine  Act,  In  the 
opinion  of  the-  people  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands,  according  to  travellers 
from  Manila  patalng  through  Vancou- 
var*.  One  of  these  is  M^  R.  Bourne^ 
general  manager  of  the  Manila  Trad- 
ing Company,  who  arrived  on  the 
Bmpreaa  of  Rusaia. 

It  is  not  Clause  28.  shutting  all 
byt  American  atAamers  out  of  the 
United  atatea  foreign  trade,  that  is 
bothering  the  Filipinos.  It  is  the 
clause  prohibiting  the  carriage  of 
freight  or^pasaengers  by  a  foreign 
steamer  either  directly  or  indirectly 
between  ports  In  the  United  States,  Ita 
poaaeasiona  or  dependenciea.  Accord- 
ing to  Mr.  Bourn,  a  serious  split  has 
occurred  in  tha  Manila  Chamber  of 
Commerce  aa  a  result  Of  diacussion 
over  this  clauaa.  which  the  Filiplnoa 
fear  will  awee'p  them  into  the  bosom 
ot  The  United  *8tate8  for  good  Just 
when  they  were  getting  ready  for  In- 
dependence. 

It  Is  also  feared  in  Manila  that  the 
Canadian  PaclAc  Ocean  Services  will 
withdraw  frbm  the  port  with  ita  nne 
big  liners. 

An  automobile '  representative  in 
Manila  predicted  that  a  storm  would 
be  raised  if  the  C.P.O.S.  waa  forced 
to  withdraw.  The  total  result  so  far 
la  that  the  MaaUa  Chamber  of  Com- 
aaarea  is  beginning  to  show  light 
agalnat  tha  meaaure. 

The  political  aapect  of  the  case  is 
keenly  felt  -by  the  natives.
